Tier 
name was Mnry K. Plummer and she 
was the belle of the village of Durand, 
Wis. 


They were married in New York at. 


the time Franco and Germany were 
girding for the war of 1870. Clemen-

inant part he took at Versailles in 
drafting the treaty that ended the 
World war.

philosophy, literature, art. states, gov- 
ernments, republics, kingdoms, woman 
suffrage, money, trhtle and commerce.

In fart, they had in- 
ventions and processes which we. with our 
machinery and tools, have not been able 
to redesign.

* His plan would carry out his theory.of 
"government by the fittest" through a 
scientific merit system. It would be a 
unique republic which would card-index 
its citizens according to their supposed 
fitness to rule the people. It would be a 
republic run by theorists and technicians. 
Men would be selected by rule and vote, 
instead of practical diplomacy, which is 
politics.

THE SQUARE DEAL 


There ha? grown up in'recent years along with 


the race suicide propaganda, which assumes the 
name, of "birth control" but which is really race sui- 
cide, a false notion that tho modern •woman is so 
high strung and all that sort of tommyrot, that 
she has lost the ability to feed her young-. 


There are some modern women so high strung 


that they can do nothing but play bridge, smoko, 
drink and indulge in small arms practice witfi any 
thing convenient as a target. But^it is not fail- 
to the, intelligent body of women to judge their 
worth by t,hese "modern" specimens 
The truth is 


tho\matter is shown by unimpeachable statistics 
from widely -separated communties throughout the 
country. In the mass, the -will and ability to nour- 
ish infants at the breast increases as intelligence in- 
creases. It is really more an indication of ignorance 
than it is of disability that many mothers fail to 
nurse their babies. For instance, in 1919, the L'ni- 
vesity of Minnesota breast feeding investigating 
bureau supervised the care of 2,847 babies, and 
96 per cent of these babies Were being nursed at 
the breast when they were two months old. AVhen 
the bab'ics were nine months old, 72 per cent wcro 
still receiving breast feeding. 


I have said once or twice before that there is a 


pretty high order of intelligence" in Minnesota. The 
observations made, and the results obtained, in this 
Minnesota campaign for a better race, confirm the 
teaching that improper instruction or lack of pro- 
per induction is tho chief reason for most failures 
at nursing infants. 


So far as any treatment of nipples or breasts is 


concerned, either preparatory for nursing the baby 
or in the earlier days or weeks of nursing, in my 
ludgment the wisest policy is non interference. Vn- 
less individual medical advice H available the ex- 
pectant mother' or nursing mother should let all 
remedies or treatments recommended by well mean- 
ins friends severely alone. 


AVhere the local health administration fails to pro-^ 


vide good health advice concerning babies, expect- 
ant mothers may obtain a valuable free pamphlet 
on "The Care of Your Baby" from the public health 
service, Washington, D. C., -which answers many o£ 
the question arising in regad to preparation for the 
baby's coming and nursing and artificial feeding. 
But most municipal, state or provincial health de- 
partments now furnish such information and in- 
struction free to the public on request. The only 
trouble with such baby care literature, is that it is 
not always carefully edited, and so some rare, old 
granny ideas manage to creep in. For instance, 
in the Public Health Service pamphlet I have just 
recommended, is a chapter on "teething" and there 
slipped in a weird allusion to that barbaric practice 
of the dark ages, "lancing'1 the gums. They might 
hire an experienced doctor to edit the copy before 
it goes to the printer. Plenty of room for an an- 
cient jokes in the almanacs.
